Carols seem almost syn­ 
onymous with Christmas, al­ 
though there are carols for 
other religious seasons.

"carole", which originally 
meant a round dance witn 
musical accompaniment.

Although the earliest printed 
collection of carols was made 
in 1521, most were passed on 
orally from one generation to 
the next. Many of these were 
ballads, the texts being poems 
in short stanzas narrating a 
story. 
Since the English Puritans 
of the 17th century opposed 
the celebration o( religious 
feast days, carol singing was 
forbidden when they came to 
power at the end of the Civil 
War in 1647. By the time the 
practice was revived after the 
Restoration, carols had lost 
much of their popularity. 
The Puritans wno colonized 
America during the 17th cen­ 
tury also disapproved of 
carols, so the practice of carol 
sineing in the United States is 
fainy recent. The carol revival 
began in the second half of the 
18tn century.

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Energy chief against

WASHINGTON (U P Ii - Frank Zarb. 
the nation’s new energy chief, said today 
a stiff gasoline tax increase as a means 
of reducing oil consumption would have 
negative impacts on the staggering 
economy and President Ford should not 
consider it with “any degree of favor.” 
“ I don’t think it’s all that desirable an 
approach that we ought to consider it as 
one of the favorites.” he said. 
The Joint Economic Committee of 
Congress has recommended a 30 cents- 
a-galion gas tax boost to cut use of 
petroleum in the United States. 
Zarb also said on the NBC Today Show 
that gasoline rationing is “ unlikely" 
unless 
there 
is 
another 
Arab 
oil 
embargo. 
President Ford has received a series 
of proposals — including mandatory 
measures —for Americans to save 
energy and is expected to outline a new 
program before Congress next month 
Zarb. who met with Ford advisers 
earlier to make a wide range of options 
open to the President, said today he was 
cool on the gasoline tax idea 


“ It has many, many problems —many 
negative impacts on segments of the 
society and segments of the economy ... 
I don’t think it should be treated with 
any degree of favor,” he said 
“ There are other approaches that can 
be taken ” 
Zarb’s comments followed a weekend 
report on the nation's economy by the

The panel recommended that the $25

C IA’s original 
1947 
charter 
specifically forbade it from engaging in 
espionage on Americans in the United 
States. 
Angleton asked "some time to think 
about this" when asked what he thought 
about the allegations of CIA spying in 
the United States, which allegedly 
included compilation of a dossier of 
10,000 Americans, files on anti-Vietnam

Leaded gasoline 
phase out may 
be postponed 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A ruling by a 
federal appeals court could halt the start 
of a planned five-year phase out of 
leaded gasoline set to begin in January. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia, acting on a 
petition filed by the Ethyl Corporation, 
issued the order Friday. 
The court said it would explain why it 
took the action in written opinions later. 
If the court does not change its mind, 
the 
order 
would 
set 
aside 
an 
Environmental Protection Agency plan 
to eliminate gradually the production 
and use of highly leaded gasoline by 
January, 1979. 
Each gallon of gasoline currently 
contains an about 2 grams of lead. The 
EPA program would force refiners to 
reduce the amount of lead to 1.7 grams a 
gallon on Jan 1,1975. 
Lead content would be further cut to 
14 grams in 1976, 1.0 grams in 1977, 0.8 
by 1978 and 0.5 grams —or what the EPA 
considers zero level, by 1979, 
An EPA spokesman said the agency 
would have no comment on the court 
order until the court’s opinions are 
available. 
Union raps McDonnell's tactics 


LONG BEACH, Calif (UPI) - Unions 
complained to the National Labor Board 
today that McDonnell Douglas had 
revived the lockout as a bargaining 
technique, shutting off Christmas week 
pay to 21,000 workers. 
Union leaders called it the first 
lockout by a major corporation in 
decades. 
The lockout, in which an employer 
shuts out employes willing to work until 
they 
agree 
to 
terms, 
is 
the 
corresponding tactic to a strike, in 
which employes refuse to work until 
they get their terms. Lockouts were 
more common in the turbulent labor- 
management relations of the turn of the 
century and the 1920s. 
The United Auto Workers complained 
to the N LRB Monday that the aerospace 
firm was indulging in an unfair labor 


practice bv refusing to pay this week’s 
wages to workers at plants in Santa 
Monica, 
Long 
Beach, 
Torrance, 
Huntington Beach and Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, Calif, and a few at Cape 
Kennedy, Fla. 
Customarily, the corporation’s union 
workers took Christmas week off, but 
were paid for it. 
The move affects UAW members, and 
those of the International Association of 
Machinists 
and 
the 
Professional 
Engineering Association 
Nonunion employes are being paid as 
usual. 
The union contracts expired Sept. 15 
The union says since no contract is in 
effect, it has no obligation to pav for 
work not performed 
Privately, 
management spokesmen 
concede the purpose is to put pressure 


on (lie unions to agree to a new contract. 
Management believes the unions are 
stalling until Feb 2, when the contract 
expires at McDonnell Douglas’ St. Louis 
plant, which is more profitable than the 
Southern California operations. A strike 
then would give the Southern California 
workers more leverage. 
The union accuses the company of 
trying to “ blackmail our membership" 
in an attempt to settle the Southern 
California contracts first, using them as 
precedents in negotiating the more 
important St Louis contracts. 
Company officials say the workers 
now average about $5 71 an hour, and a 
management offer would bring that to 
$7 63 in three years. 
Union officials said that would make 
them the lowest paid aerospace workers 
in California

Tougher oil code seen in 1975 


The expectation that the new 
Board of 
Supervisors 
may 
approve a tougher oil code in 
1975 has been voiced by County 
Petroleum 
Administrator 
Joseph P. Green 
Green said his office has 
already submitted requested 
suggestions for the drafting of 
a revised code that could result 
in stronger county controls. 
The Board of Supervisors in a 
3-2 vote earlier this year tabled 
a more restrictive basic code 
drawn up after a four-year 


study by a county oil code 
committee including industry, 
county 
and 
conservationist 
members. 
The proposals from Green’s 
office have gone to the county 
counsel’s office for inclusion 
into the draft spelling out 
certain revisions in the current 
code. 
Green is proposing that his 
office be given surveillance of 
pipelines and tank settings as a 
means of spotting weaknesses 
before oil leaks occur. 


He said he has left out any 
endorsement of a local option 
clause — which had been 
backed by conservationists on 
the old committee and opposed 
by the industry — because he 
felt it was a matter for decision 
makers who would be required 
to fund any such elections The 
option clause backed by the 
Sierra Club and others would 
give communities the right to 
vote for or against any oil 
installation proposed for their 
immediate areas.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Agriculture Department is get­ 
ting heavy public and official 
response on President Ford’s 
plan to reduce food stamp 
benefits to the needy March 1. 
Virtually all of it is unfavora­ 
ble, a department official said 
today. 
Royal Shipp, who runs the 
department’s 
food 
stamp 
branch, 
said 
“ several 
hundred” 
letters had 
been 
received in response to an 
invitation for public comment 
on the proposal. 
Shipp said the comments had 
not been tabulated yet because 
the public has until Dec. 27 to 
respond, but he indicated only a 
handful of letters —all from 
individuals —support the ad­ 
ministration plan. 
The 
plan 
would 
require 
almost all food stamp recipi­ 
ents to pay 30 per cent of their 
income for stamp allotments 
which vary with family size. 
Only people with cash income

under $20-$30 a month, who now 
get the 
stamps completely 
free, would be exempted from 
the pending order. 
Most food stamp recipients 
currently pay an average of 23 
per cent of their net income for 
the food coupons 
Critics 
of

include 72 House members and 
42 senators who signed letters 
to Shipp recently urging that 
the 
benefit-cutting plan 
be 
withdrawn.

warned that Congress would

Bradley vetoes

down sexually oriented papers 
that depend on sales from 
street racks. 
Bradley 
invited 
the 
California 
Newspapers 
Publishers Association to help 
devise regulations to control 
the racks. 
It would take 10 council votes 
to override Bradley’s veto and 
the ordinance was passed by a 
9-5 vote.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) -

ruled that doctors who treat 
patients who might slay or 
harm another person must 
notify the potential victim, his 
friends and relatives or au­ 
thorities. 
The ruling on Monday was 
criticized 
in 
a 
dissenting 
opinion by Justice William P. 
Clark who warned that the loss 
of confidentiality would "cripple 
the use and effectiveness of 
psychiatry.” 
Another who opposed the 5 -2 
decision was Dr. Morris Gross­ 
man, 
Stanford 
University 
professor who is chairman of 
an American Psychiatric As­ 
sociation task force dealing 
with the subject. 
Grossman 
held 
that

"soundest practice is to try to 
defuse a person’s homicidal 
urges through treatment.” 
"The 
minute you 
report 
them, 
they 
drop 
out 
of 
therapy.”

New flag helps check fan violence

NEW YORK - (NEA) - The flag of our times is 
hoisted — zip! — like a nervous jerk. Behind the end 
zones of most pro football stadia today, a funny, gauzy 
fishnet of a flag is run up before the attempt of a field 
goal or extra point. 
The netty thing is big and white and primarily 
inspired, like a flag of surrender, to save lives. 
In this case, the lives are those of fans who would 
hurl themselves willy-nilly — unconcerned for life or 
limb — to attach themselves to an oblong, pigskin 
contrivance that markedly resembles their heads. 
The swift hoisting of the fishnet contraption is done 
to keep the ball from entering the stands and allowing 
the fauna of fandom to practice collective suicide. 
The species must be preserved if pro football itself is 
to survive. 
After all, most of these creatures, surprisingly 
enough, do not crawl into the stadia by underground 
routes, but indeed purchase tickets. 
The suggestion that the 25 x 30 foot flag run up by 
pulleys on poles behind the end zones is a flag of our 
times can be seen thusly: 
First, by attempting to thwart violence 
Second, by the economic advantages to the football 
teams. 
Third, by its diminishing of human interaction, and 
therefore increasing plasticity. 
An initial response to that flag is to lump it in the 
same league as artificial turf, plastic roses, TV 
dinners, frozen vegetables, computer romances and 
gobbeldygook (such as “preseason" games instead of 
“exhibition" gam es). 
It seemed simply another pseudo-modern way to 
robotize the populace. That is, they can look, but they 
can’t touch. And it made the leer of football games 
more of a burlesque than ever. 
More likely, though, were the apparent pecuniary 
advantages from such a net, as gross as it may be. 
The frightfully fast hoist symbolized our soaring 


inflation. That one-pound Wilson ball with Pete 
Rozelle’s signature has gone from 820 to 83 in just five 
years. Perhaps not as big a price boost as oil or sugar 
or manicures, but substantial nonetheless. 
Think on it: about 10 balls a game are booted into 
the stands. There were 268 games played last season, 
including “preseason" games. At 30 bucks a ball, that 
comes to 300 bucks a game and 880,400 for the season. 
Even for the bountiful NFL, that’s more than a kick in 
the bucket. 
But most authorities agree that the safety factor 
was the prime mover. 
It began, apparently, in the old Memorial Stadium 
of the Kansas City Chiefs in the mid-1960s. At one end 
zone there was a platform above boxes of seats. That 
platform was called Stenerud’s Roost, because of the 
consistency with which Chiefs’ kicker Jan Stenerud’s 
boots plopped. Sometimes, though, his kicks landed in 
the seats below. That’s when trouble stirred. The guys 
in the platform, in the standing-room-only crowd, 
began to leap into the air to catch a ball. 
Unfortunately, they too often landed on the folks 
below, instead of on their own pointy heads. 
Soon, 
someone 
in 
K.C. 
devised the fishnet 
brainstorm. 
Other football clubs were also having problems. Los 
Angeles, for one. People who go to football games are 
not usually pacifists to begin with. They m irror the 
violence of the times, and enjoy a little venting of 
wholesome hostility. In L.A., virtual gangs assembled 
behind end zones prior to boots, and then ferocious 
skirmishes ensued. Cops had their hands bloody full. 
It didn’t end there. When the “lucky" kid took his 
ball home with him, he was sometimes mugged for it 
at knifepoint outside the stadium. Soon, cops were 
taking the balls away from the struggling fan in the 
stands. The rest of the crowd booed. So the Rams 
announced on the public address system that they 
would get the name and address of the football 
retriever and mail him a ball. 


With inflation, that got expensive, too. It’s a 81 50 to 
send a ball first class within a city. Up went the net in 
L.A. 
There are no league rules that state flag-nets must 
be put up. But it is recommended. Today, most teams 
use one to keep the beasts in the stands from tearing 
one another to shreds. 
In the end, the whole concept may have been 
presaged by our late poet laureate. “Good nets," to 
paraphrase Robert Frost, “make good neighbors. "

One thing about defense, you 
can never be off. You can be 
good on defense every night. On 
offense, you can make 10 shots 
in a row one night, next night 
nothing. 
Defense is reaction. You 
can’t make a move on defense 
until there’s a move on offense. 
I anticipate on defense, after 
studying my man and his 
moves. That makes it easier 
for me to keep up with a lot of 
guys. But too many guys over­ 
anticipate They’re too fast, too 
much in a rush. They go for too 
many fakes. 
I give guys little flicks to see 
if it irritates them when 
they’re dribbling. Maybe they 
get upset when I’m jerking at 
them. 
Slide. Never cross your feet 
when guarding a man in the 
shooting range. You’re beaten 
right away if you cross your 


legs because you've lost a step 
and all he needs is a step Some 
defensive guys panic. They got 
to bump the man and try to 
slow him down, whereas I try 
to beat my man where he’s 
going by sliding. Of course, 
when you’re trailing a guy who 
has 
slipped past 
you 
downcourt, then you run like 
Bob Hayes. 
Stealing the ball is the part of 
the game I love best. Stealing a 
ball 
and then scoring 
the 
basket, or passing for the 
score. 
What I do is what I call 
lulling my man to sleep. But 
I ’m 
watching his 
habits, 
getting the rhythm of the 
cadence 
of 
his 
dribble. 
Everyone has a certain rhythm 
that he dribbles to. I spend a lot 
of the game waiting for a guy to 
make a mistake. But not to the 
point that when I try for the 
steal 
I’m out of position 
because I’m not lunging for the 
ball. I’m just reaching with my 
hands, like a flick I can try to 
steal the ball but still be in 
front of a man. Because I 
usually only try to steal if the 
dribbler has the ball in front of 
me.

I know we were that poor for awhile, 
but unfortunately 1 was too young to 
remember that particular Christmas or 
else I would surely base a play or short 
story on it.

Only I can hardly see it 
enacted on the stage.

I only 
remember the picture on the box that 
the cap gun came in. 
It depicted a small figure of a lone, 
faceless cowboy riding a horse hard 
across some plains. In front of him were 
a few cactuses and in back were a few 
more cactuses and a low line of barren 
hills. 
I remember studying the picture and 
wondering who was that guy, where had 
he been, and where was he going. Years 
later, maybe in December or maybe in

asking the same questions.

As these two plays unfolded, it struck 
me that the early Christmases of 
Thomas and Capote were no more 
eventual than those of other people, 
except for the people who had witnessed 
the first Christmas, and they had a great 
deal over the two writers 
Thomas, as a character in his play, 
recalls an "unforgettable day in an 
unremembered year” when he was a 
boy living in Ireland on Christmas day. 
He and his friends hunted cats with 
snowballs, sang a carol m front of a dark 
and mysterious house, and pronounced

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
The attempted overthrow of Speaker 
Leo McCarthy at the opening of the new 
legislature brings home more strongly 
than ever the need for organizational 
reforms in the State Assembly Political 
science, if indeed it can be called a 
"science," is far from an exact one But 
there has to be a better way to achieve 
legislative 
responsibility 
than 
that 
which now prevails. 
Because of the power enjoyed by the 
Speaker, holding 
in his hands all 
committee 
appointments 
and 
bill 
assignments, the office is one of 
authority 
far 
beyond 
the 
proper 
proportions for the best interests of the 
people Eighty districts, closely equal in 
population, send representatives to the 
State Capitol to act in their behalf 
Theoretically, each member has equal 
power. But, the memDers acting in 
concert elect one of their own to be 
Speaker. He then becomes nearly as 
powerful as the governor and certainly 
more so in legislative matters. It is 
incongruous that one who holds office by 
virtue of less than 50,000 votes can 
single-handedly 
thwart 
a 
governor 
elected by 3.5 million or more citizens. 
In the last legislature Bob Moretti 
held sway over the Assembly and used 
his office for his own aggrandizement in 
his efforts to be governor. Having failed 
in that bid he attempted to use his power 
to dictate the one to succeed him as 
Speaker. His candidate failed and that 
should have ended the matter. 
But so important has the office 
become in the minds of the more 
ambitious that an abortive attempt was 
made to undo McCarthy’s election by 
the formation of a coalition with the 25 
Republican Assemblymen. 
Had it worked it would have created a 
situation of constant turmoil in the 
Assembly for the next two years. The 
Democrats, holding the wide majority 
of 
55 
seats, 
would 
have 
found 
themselves 
being governed 
by a 
Speaker supported by a mere handful of 
Democrats. It would, in effect, have 
been a surrendering of the house to a 
minority party. Such an unhealthy scene 
would 
have 
set 
the 
stage 
for 
recrim inations, 
bitter 
partisan 
bickering, and personal animosities, all 
to the detriment of the state. 
It was a folly in any event. Coalitions 
are the product of ill feelings which 
beget and beget. And one who rides into 
power on a coalition forever after must, 
like a 
monarch, 
wear the crown 
uneasily. 
The Republican motivation in ganging 
together 
to 
unseat 
McCarthy 
is 
understandable but not worthy. Having 
taken their lickings at the polls in 
November 
and 
been 
reduced 
numerically to a position of weakness in 
the house, some of their ranks could not 
subdue personal amibitions and sought 
to gain power through committee 
chairmanships 
they 
hoped 
to 
win 
through the coalition. 
Such machinations are eliminated in 
the Congressional plan where seniority 
rules and senior members of the 
majority party hold the chairmanships 
while 
the 
senior 
minority 
party 
members sit number two as vice 
chairmen. Since the seniority system 
does not apply in the State Legislature 
the result is the power struggles. 
But the people of the state do not send 
men to the Legislature to further their 
career ambitions. And the degredation 
to something akin to a high school 
student body with wheeling and dealing 
in the furtherance of petty personal 
ambitions is not to be tolerated 


McCarthy, who has pledged to be a 
good speaker, can eliminate the cause of 
such hassling in the future by placing the 
selection of committees and their 
chairmen in the hands of an elected 
committee on appointments. It would 
diminish the importance then of his bill 
assignment powers. 


Such a move should not be viewed as 
the dismantling of an empire but a giant 
step 
forward 
in 
improving 
the 
legislative process. 


Lippmann remembered 


A requirement that the men who 
drafted the First Amendment to the 
Constitution could hardly have foreseen, 
it 
can 
mean often offending 
the 
unthinking majority. This was therefore 
a threat to a free and independent press 
as we are seeing in the aftermath of 
Watergate. 
His clear vision was never more 
evident than in his view of America’s 
vastly augmented power after World 
War II. As he repeatedly wrote that 
power should be exercised by sea and by 
air. This was to be the American role in 
seeking to maintain order in a chaotic 
world when the Pax Britannica of a 
century or more had dissolved. 


Stem opposition to the massive 
involvement in a land war in Vietnam 
was inevitable. His was a courageous 
and consistent voice raised against that 
catstrophe 
with 
all 
its 
tragic 
consequences. 
An 
irony 
was 
the 
courtship that Lyndon Johnson paid him 
during the Lippmanns’ last months in 
Washington. Visiting him in the study of 
his house on Woodley Road ostensibly to 
seek the advice of the sage, the

jawboned

righteousness of the war. 
Inevitably 
critics 
resented 
the 
position of authority he had won for 
himself This was particularly true of 
the cold war warriors at the start of the 
cold war. With his steady gaze looking 
beyond the aberrations of the moment 
he held from the outset that a detente 
with the Soviet Union must come if a 
third world war and nuclear holocaust 
were to be averted.

WASHINGTON - It is difficult to 
write about a friend who for so many 
years has been both a mentor and a 
model Walter Lippmann held a unique 
place not only in journalism but in 
American life for more than 60 years. 
He left a record that will be an unrivaled 
monument to his stature.

He 
brought out his first book, "A Preface 
To Politics," shortly after he left 
Harvard in 1910.

It 
is an appraisal of the strengths and 
weaknesses of the press under the 
burden of investigation and disclosure of 
authority. 


fit him. His unorthodox views often 
offended the passionate proponents in 
one camp or another. His preference for 
Richard Nixon over Hubert Humphrey 
in 1968 was one example. Lippmann had 
come to feel that New Dealism, the 
whole structure of welfare and Social 
Security, had gone beyond reasonable 
expectation that it might be sustained 
with the framework of the American 
system and it was time for a pause 
On his 85th birthday in September he 
was asked if he thought Nixon was the 
worst President we had ever had. "No,"

A memory I cherish as a friend is of 
those years when he and his late wife, 
Helen, assembled a wonderfully varied 
company out of government, diplomacy, 
the press, for dinners, receptions and 
just relaxed evenings. 
Never stuffy, they had warmth, good 
humor and wit. The Lippmann parties 
were a phenomenon of a civilized age 
that seems long gone He endured his 
extended illness after he had given up 
writing with the uncomplaining stoicism 
that was part of his character. 
A book he had been working on, 
tentatively 
to

called 
"The 
Ungovernability of Man," was never 
finished. In his last months his view of 
the current scene was hardly optimistic. 
Yet he never indulged in the stygian 
gloom that might have 
been a 
temptation for one who had seen so 
much of the solid past vanish in dust and 
ashes. 
I like to think, as a friend and 
admirer, that we will be drawing on the 
wisdom he has left us for a long time to 
come.

Browne, who describes himself as "one 
of the top financial advisors in the 
country,” is currently advertising a 
book which he claims will tell "how 
almost anyone can profit from inflation, 
recession and depression." Ah, good old 
American ingenuity. No doubt, on the 
day of Armageddon, someone like 
Browne will publish a commercial 
enterprise to inform almost anyone how 
they "can live on while others around 
you die like flies." 
One likes to suppose that in a world of 
brothers, nobody wishes to profit from 
depression. But even if the book sales 
are low (and they are not), the harm has 
been done. In a frantic pitch that assures 
Americans the days ahead are naught 
but doom — "You will have no money, 
you won’t have water, sewer, gas or 
electricity, you and your children will go 
to bed cold and hungry" — author 
Browne has contributed mightily to a 
growing and nasty national phenomenon 
— 
depression psychology. 
Such 
is 
assuredly all about us. Browne’s book is 
only one of dozens now in print or in the 
works, each designed to remind the 
public on every page that dread is 
ahead. The rest of the media, likewise, 
are involved in the excessive and often 
self defeating trumpeting hard times. 
Newspapers are sending reporters out to 
the railroad tracks to see if bumming is 
on the rise (it is); a New York magazine 


recenly published an uncomfortable, 
almost fond, journalistic ode to the 
1930s; a popular financial consultant 
Pierre Rinfret, has advised everyone 
within sound of his gloom to get their 
money and energies out of the U.S. stock 
market. 
To be sure, it should not be said that 
the times, bad, have been created by the 
media; events are the culprits. Six 
million are jobless, the stock exchange 
is off 400 points and Hubert Humphrey 
reminds us that consumer prices have 
risen 53 per cent in seven years. 
"Bologna is now a luxury item," as 
Baltimore city councilwoman Barbara 
Mikulski puts it, adding the truism that 
everybody seems baffled as to solutions 
and that the government’s current 
actions in the crisis resemble nothing so 
much as "the rearranging of the deck 
chairs on the Titanic." 


Yet understandable as the concern 
and worries are, the nation’s panic may 
be approaching that of a self-fulfilling 
prophecy. A few months ago, the talk of 
depression was as much camp as 
anything, a throwback fad and chic gags 
had it that things would get so bad 
brokers would have to break their 
hermetically sealed windows to jump 
out. Now its’ not funny anymore, the 
unrelenting, 
depressing 
news 
and 
attitudes have created momentums for 
themselves that are ugly. As someone 
put it: This is carrying the nostalgia 
craze too far. 


Polls prove the point. The University 
of Michigan’s Survey Research Center 
says that consumer confidence has 
dropped by eight points since May and is 
now at the lowest rate in a quarter 
century. 
Research 
director 
Jay 
Schmiedeskamp feels the public is 
talking itself into the blues. Everything 
is 
"accentuating 
the 
negative’’ 
Schmiedeskamp 
says, 
the 
result 
therefore is also negative. 


Indeed, the negative is very often the 
truth and must be spread about. But not 
merely to foster more negativism. "Can 
you imagine a negative Churchill? asks 
Michigan’s Schmiedeskamp, "Can you 
imagine him at the Battle of Britain 
saying, ‘Well, boys, we may not make 
it?’" Yet this seems the lamen able 
course of many American leaders, and 
many millions of their followers as well. 


To a degree the dyspepsia is, if 
regrettable, 
comprehensible. 
As 
William Fulbright observes, "People 
have a far greater capacity for enduring 
disasters than for preventing them," 
and perhaps the current negativism is a 
form of condition preparation. If it is, 
though, too bad; a wiser kind of 
pessimism to employ in hours like this is 
to be negative towards that which is 
excessively negative.
